In Saskatchewan the area un¬ 
der fall wheat is estimated at 53,000 
acres, and its per cent condition ou 
May 31 was 03.28.

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ON CEMENT WIU NOT 
LIKELY BE FURTHER REDUCED 


Action of the Government in' Remitting One Half of the 
Duty is Generally Cohsidered to be Rather Drastic, 
and Further Reduction is not Probable. '"T 


. Oltawft, Ont.—The Evening Citizen 
in commenting on the recent remis¬ 
sion of 50 per cent, of the duty on 
ce'ment says: 

"It Is wnolly' improbable that any 
further action will be taken by the 
government in regard to the cement 
duty. The action taken in remitting 
one-hulf of the duty is considered 
generally to be pretty drastic though 
certain interests in the west are re¬ 
presenting that it . does not go far 
enough. '.Vie situation which called 
for a reduction of the duty^was a spec¬ 
ial case, to meet which exceptional 
action hai to he taken. There Ib 
no reason to anticipate, however, as 
hinted in certain quartern that it 
is the thin end of the wedge and like¬ 
ly to be further extended as regards 
cement or other commodities till there 
is hill inquiry into the tariff gener¬ 
ally.” 

The .Citizen also prints a lengthy 
Interview with Senator I.W.C. Ed¬ 
wards. president of the Canada Ce¬ 
ment company, in regard to the situa¬ 
tion. “The Canada Cement company 
has a large surplus stock on hand over 
all requirements, on which It would 
Tike to realize," said Senator Edwards 
when asked if it were* true that the 
company, as is stated, tB unable to 
supply the west with cement. 

The senator would make no com¬ 
ment on the action of the govern¬ 
ment In reducing the duty on cement 
one-half for a limited period, nor did 
he care to say for publication what 
effect the transportation facilities of 
the country had on the delivery of 
the company's product. 

“There has never been a time when 
the Canada Cement company has not 
been able to fill all its orders.” the 


senator further said. “The plants 
included In the; company wtwe ouly 
running between seven andxeight 
'months of the year when the Canada 
Cement cbmpany was organized, but 
since that time they have been run¬ 
ning the full twelve months of the 
year. This has giverf us the oppor¬ 
tunity of filling large Storehouses 
whloh we haVe- -located at varitfis 
points in preparation tor tha busy 
season.” • , • 

That whatever the other sixteen ce¬ 
ment companies In operation through¬ 
out the country might do with regard 
to asking te government to rescind 
the duty-cutting decision, the Canada 
Cement company would take no part 
In such an appeal, the president of 
tho Compaq;* a'so asserted. 

' "There is one point which has beeu 
overlooked, though.” he said. "The 
Canadian companies annually pur- 
chnse a great quantity of paper hags 
for cement in the United States, theae 
bags cannot be had in Canada, and 
they are forced to buy there, paying 
the full duty. Now. nnder this, order 
of the government, United States 
manufacturers of cement will he able 
to ship their cement here, paying only 
one-half the duty on both cement and 
on the paper bags. Whatever else 
may be said about the cut, this will 
appeal to the ordtnaVy man as unfair 
to the Canadian companies. We 
have to pay full duty on the paper 
bags while the American companies 
can ship them in here, filled with ce¬ 
ment. and only pay half duty. The 
Canada Cement company may ask 
the government, with the other six¬ 
teen Canadian companies, for similar 
treatment in connection with the pa¬ 
per bags, but that is as far as It will 
iso 


FEAR 200 PERISHED IN ALA8KA GOLD FOUND IN NORTHLAND 


•lx Villages Destroyed by Eruption 
of Kalmal Volcano, Travellers Toll 

Seward, Alaska.—That about 200 
persons have perished in the destruc¬ 
tion of six villages as a result of the 
eruption of Katmai volcano was the 
fear expressed by persons on board 
the cannery tender, which arrived 
here. 

The villages, most of whoBe inhab¬ 
itants were native fishermen, are ^(an- 
atuch. Savanoos, Douglas, Cold Bay, 
Kamgamute and Katmai. 

The tender reported that at last re-, 
porta the eruption had ceased, but 
sharp sparks today caused a renew- 
sharp sparks have caused a renew- 
newed. 

It is Impossible to get any details 
but the tender brought word that 
when it laBt heard the village of Uyak 
on Kodiak Island was safe. ,' It was 
reported previously that this was 
destroyed and it is now hoped all set¬ 
tlements on this island escaped with¬ 
out damage other than getting a cov¬ 
ering of volcanic ashes. 

There is some apprehension over 
the fate of Afognak Island, which -lies 
between Kodiak Island the Katmai 
volcano. No word, has come from 
there. 

The entire atmosphere of Alaska 
seems charged with gases, vegetation 
everywhere being killed during a 
sharp drizzle. 

Chemists declared the rain seemed 
to carry a strong charge of sulphuric 
acid. 

Wherever the rain touched vegeta¬ 
tion it blighted it. Even iron frames 
of buildings were slightly eaten. 

It is Impossible at this time to get 
an accurate -estimate of the damage 
or number of persons destitute, since 
it has been impossible to " approach 
the. vicinity of the volcano. It Is be¬ 
lieved, however. the property loss is 
tremendous and hundreds of 'lives 
lost. •' t

Professor Metchnlkoff says he has 
found a beneficent microbe in the i 
intestines of a dog which, if implant-1 
ed in the intestines of man. would 
probably generate sufficient sugar to | 
destroy the human- Intestinal mi-; 
crobes. which are responsible for'the 
maladies of old age.

Reports Come From Prospectors Who 
Say Precious Metal Found at 
Fort Liard 

Ottawa.—News that gold has been 
found in the northwest territories at 
the head of the Liard river above 
Fort Liard has been received at the 
geological* survery, but nothing of an 
official nature has yet been ascer¬ 
tained regarding the authenticity of 
the reports. 

The reports, declared Professor R. 
W. Brock, director of the survey, 
simply come from prospectors who 
have come down from country and 
state they have found gold. There 
has been no rush to the country as 
yet, and should not be until -some¬ 
thing more official is known. 

Mr. Brock also stated that 30 part¬ 
ies from the geological survey had 
already gone out Jo different parts 
of the country for survey work. 

Ten more would be seiit out within 
the next few days. 

In past years we have only had 
about 30 parties in the field, he said, 
but the work is developing, aud wo 
find we need more now. This is al¬ 
together outside of the parties which 
have gone out on ethnological ex¬ 
ploration under the ethnological 
branch of the survey.

Wisconsin State Fair, is flatly denied 
by W. J. White, inspector of Domin¬ 
ion immigration agencies In the 
United States, who is in the capltal- 
Ths report in question states that 
to offset Wisconsin’s refusal to grant 
space to a Canadian exhibit on the 
fair grounds, Canadians have deter¬ 
mined to organize a procession of 
horses and wagons loaded with Can¬ 
adian produce which would eclipse 
anything attempted in Canadian ad¬ 
vertising on the other side.* 

“We have no ,mention of making 
ourselves 6bnoxlous by any such 
undertaking," said Mr. White. "As 
a matter of fatft, we have not 'yet ap- 
p lleq for space at the faij and we 
hope from ‘past experience that* when 
we do apply we will not be refused. 

"We recognize that the fair board 
has a legitimate right to refuge us if 
they wish; we have been refused in 
other places before and in every such 
Instance -we have merely fixed up an 
attractive exhibit in our office. 

"We realize that a refusal is the 
best kind of-advertising we can get. 

"The report In question was based 
on the fket that the Northern Wis¬ 
consin Development League, which 
has,a lot of land for sale In the state, 
had suggested that Canada should not 
be allowed to compete at the fair in 
advertising its lands. But so far as 
l know the fair board has had no¬ 
thing to do with it."

"We may 
have gone wrong according to Cob- 
den’s theories, but by George, we've 
got results," was one of his striking 
phrases, and another wap "I wish 
somebody would buy the word ’emi¬ 
grant.’

In an eloquent perqratlon, F<| ter 
appealed for combined wisdom and 
experience, to the end that all parts 
of the empire be brought together. 
"Within the last 25 years the empire 
has outlived its organization,’’ said 
the distinguished Canadian. "Shall 
we lie down and say we are unable 
to make an organization which shall 
keep this empire one.”

KEEP THE MILK CLEAN, 


Four 8imple, Inexpensive Precautions 
Which Any One Can Observe. 

Tbe Virginia experiment station baa 
found by actual experiment that the 
number of bacteria In milk can be 
greatly reduced. This Is of considera¬ 
ble Importance, because It reduces the 
liability of contamination from disease 
bacteria as well as those tbat cause 
souring, disagreeable odors, etc.. 

By count It was found that by sprin¬ 
kling the bedding straw so as to pre¬ 
vent the bacteria from arising tbe per¬ 
centage In the milk was reduced 53 
per cent A reduction of 25 per cent 
was made by using tbe closed pall lb 
milking as compared wltb using the 
open pall, —->—• — 

When tbe flanks of the cows were 
moistened and sponged before milk- 
log tbe per cent of bacteria was re¬ 
duced 23 per cent By discarding the 
first four stripping* from each teat tbe 
bacteria were further reduced. 

These four precautions, sprinkling 
tbe bedding, moistening tbe flanks of 
tbe cow, uslhg a closed pall and dis¬ 
carding the first four strippings, may 
be practiced without appreciable ex¬ 
pense. and they greatly reduce the lia¬ 
bility of contamination. 

Straw bedding and sawdust were 
compared as to sanitation, and It was 
found that fewer bacteria were found 
where sawdust was used for bedding, 
but as straw as an absorbent for 
liquid manure has some value as a fer¬ 
tilizer and sawdust none straw Is per¬ 
haps better. 


Ths Great .Ice fgs. 

It has been known during a long 
time that in western Erfropj man 
existed during the glacial epoch. We 
now know tbat the great ice age 
consisted of different glacial times 
separated by interglacial times. In 
glacial times tbe snow line dropped 
3,000 feet or 4,000 feet below ita pres¬ 
ent level in the Alps, whereas in in¬ 
terglacial periods it lay about 1.000 
feet higher than at present. Thus 
the temperature seems to havs been 
higher in the interglacial period* than 
it is now. 


A Japanets Decoration. 

Sneaking of New Year’s celebrations 
in Japan, the Traveler’s Gazette says: 
“Before each house entrance stand 
two pines, on the right a red stemmed 
one and on the left a black pine. 
Beside the pine trees stand slender 
bamboo canes, and the trees are join¬ 
ed above with a festoon of paper 
fringe and straw rope, ornamented 
with yellow, bitter oranges, bits of 
charcoal, lobsters and large bunches 
of red berries. Ths decoration is sup¬ 
posed to bring good luck.’’

Perhaps the moat valuable and most 
famous scholarships, both at Oxford 
and Cambridge, are th* “Craven” 
one. The fund which every year 
I supplies some of the most brilliant 
j —but none top wealthy—students In 
Oreal Britain with the means of be¬ 
coming great and famous in their 
| special branches of learning bad sure¬ 
ly as strange ai. origin as any of the 
kind you catf find in scholarship re¬ 
cords. 

» For when a certain Earl of Craven 
left a large aum of money to be used 
for tbe release of slaves who had been 
captured by tbe Algerian and Bar¬ 
bary pirates and slave dealers, he 
could fiiot have had tbe slightest Idea 
, that the day would soon come when 
I the money woufV never be needed for 
such a purpose, and when a grateful 
Parliament would determine that,. In¬ 
stead. tbe Interest from the invest¬ 
ment should be employed as meanB 
for furnishing tbe finest scholarships 
for poor students at the two greatest 
and oldest English universities. Yet 
that is how the “Craven Scholar¬ 
ships” were founded there. 

Famous Lotteries 

Many folk once had much to say 
against lotteries In England, and It 
was, perhappi not a bad thing when 
they were abolished by law. Yet It 
is well worth'while remembertng that 
In their hey-day, public lotteries did 
a vast deal of good. aw.well as a vast 
deal of harm. 

And when one speculates on tbe pal¬ 
try gambling spirit, of to-day, which 
finds its outlet In an attempt to win 
a large sum by spending a sixpence 
In making a miserable attempt to 
poetise better than somebody • elpe. 
one cannot but thirik that the real 
properly-conducted lottery which 
could build a British Museum,-a Wa¬ 
terloo Bridge, a St. Paul's was im¬ 
mensely better as a way of satisfying 
and yet keeping In right bounds tbe 
fever for gambling which seems to 
be in the blood of so many folk. 

For the British Museum. Waterloo 
Bridge; and no small part of St. Paul's 
ware erected from tbe proceeds of 
lotteries, public lotteries, held in these 
uands and sanctioned by Parliament. 
And what grand results they are, at 
sny rate, those splendid erections, and 
how much superior to anything which 
the gambling fever produces to-day! 

Present Day Examples 

Even now. in other countries, these 
State lotteries are doing big things 
In their own way, however much we 
In Britain may agree or disagree with 
them. Throughout the German Em¬ 
pire—and tbe astute Germans gener-, 
ally know what they are doing in the 
m>ney fin*!—public lotteries are of¬ 
ten adopted for the purpose of In¬ 
creasing State revenue. A man 
much prefers to* pay $25 for a ticket 
which may win him a large sum that 
will make him Independent for life, 
and Incidentally provide funds for 
some necessary State purpose, than to 
be taxed to the extent of $20 and see 
nothing whatever tp his own benefit 
for the sum thus reluctantly paid to 
> needy Government- Last year, in 
Prussia suc« State lotteries gave a 
clear profit to the country of more 
than $22,500,000; nobody grumbled at 
paying the money, several folks gain¬ 
ed large fortunes, and even those who 
were unsuccessful were really little 
more out-of-pocket than they would 
have been by paying a tax In lieu 
of the profit thus made. 

Another Curious Case ™ 

As another curious way of a fine 
building being provided for strangely, 
we may take the case of the Phill- 
potts porch of Truro Cathedral. The 
late Canon Phlilpotts bought a picture 
o{ "Lady Hamilton" from a friend for 
$150. It turned out later to be a 
Romney, and" was eventually sold for 
$16,000. Of this sum the delighted 
Canon agreed to give* half as a thank- 
offering, in order to build the splen¬ 
did porch of the new cathedral at 
Truro, which would otherwise have 
found itself badly spoiled for want of 
money to finish this part of the struc¬ 
ture as it ought to have been done. 

Then, too, have we not'before us 
the interesting instance of Queen 
Alexandra’s gift of the annual profit 
from the sermon preached at the 
-death of her dearly beloved eldest 
son—which sermon she caused to be 
published and sold at two cents a 
copy—to the erection oL a chapel for 
the Gordon Boy’s Home at Woking? 
No less than close on $10,000 has now 
been devoted by the Queen to this 
purpose, and ^oday the beautiful chap¬ 
el there stands ac a monument of 
what a glorious building cah arise 
from a curious origin.

Ufa Line Used oy Mountaineers 
The ropes usee by Alpine ollmbers- 
la of special manufacture, combining 
as far as possible the differing qual¬ 
ities of strength, flexibility and light¬ 
ness. Three qualities are In gen¬ 
eral use, being made from Sisal, Ital- 
lap and Manilla hemps respectively 
aud occasionally, when cost Is not a 
consideration, of silk. The latter, 
though very light and strong, U not 
so durable as the others. - That 
which finds most favor among Brit¬ 
ish mountaineers is known as Buck¬ 
ingham's* Alpine rope; it is made of 
the best Manilla hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. McLetsh re¬ 
calls a committee of the Alpine Club / 
made tents upon a number'of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was made 
of Italian hemp and the other of Ma¬ 
nilla. They both had a breaking 
strain of two Jons and austatned the 
weight of a twelve stone man after 
falling from a height of ten feet. Non- 
mountaineers have sometimes consid— 1 
ered this Insufficient, but it Is highly 
problematical whether the hum&h an¬ 
atomy could survive the sudden com¬ 
pression of a thin rope arising from 
any greater faH.—Fry’s Magazine.

There a large 
number of Chinese anqk Ja;>anese are 
o,wners of laundries, eating houses 
and even general stores, and these 
have been accustonwl to employ 
white girls, Recently tbe Legislature 
of the Provine® of Saskatchewan 
passed an set forbidding the employ¬ 
ment of white girls in such establish, 
.rttents. This law came into force on 
May 1st, and the first trouble came 
in Moose Jaw, This city has more 
Chines® and Japanese residents than 
any other city in the provinc®. The 
Chinese would not likely make trou¬ 
ble of their own accord, but led' by 
the Japanese they are assisting in 
the discussion. The ' Japanese take 
the ground that their rights are being 
curtailed, they being naturalized 
British subjects. They aTe prepared 
to contest the act as a question of 
international law before, if need be, 
the Canadian Supreme Court or even 
the British Privy Council.

Many of. the Animal* In Prince Ed- 
warj Island. 

In pome countries thefox ia hunted 
and killed {or sport, but it you'killed 
'a fox in the Canadian Province of 
Prince Edward laiand you dtlght wipe 
ont three or four thousand dojlara of 
the assets ot some citixen. For 
they breed foxes in Prince Edward ts- 
i land. It „js estimated that there are 
about 600 foxes oh the various ranch¬ 
es in that province at the present time 
and Charles Pal ton, a member ot the 
Legislature, paid recently that laat 
year $260,000 bad changed hands in 
the fox business: 

'"The success which has attended 
sonyj breeders of . foxes bas caused 
very many others to go into the ranch¬ 
ing business, and there are before the 
Provincial Leglslatdtej now in session 
eight or nine bUls incorporating fox 
ranching companies. While the par¬ 
ticular fox'U sought to produce what 
is halfed- the black fox, it is really the 
.animal known on the lxmdon fur 
market as the silver gruy. It was 
the pelt of a fox from Prince Edward 
Island that brought the world's record 
price. $£.900, in the London market 
ten years ago. 

The explanation of the high price 
pal^ fbr the skin of the so-caiied black 
fox is- that the Quantity oflered on 
the London market has fallen in 30 
years from 2,000 to about 300. 'Two 
years ago the number offered !n Lon¬ 
don was-900 skins', and 60 per cenf 
of them brought $600 each.

Extermination of Rats and Mice 
If It were generally known that" 
there is no trouble to rid a house, 
barn or any building of rats and mica 
by the use of Gillett’s Lye, ft is 
doubtful if the article could be made 
as fast as it would be used for this 
purpose alone.
